THE RECIPROCITY SCHEME. 
The profound respect entertained for 
the memory of the late president will 
hardly induce the extrem e protection­ 
ists to accept the modification of the 
protective policy which he enunciated 
in hi* last speech at the Buffalo ex­ 
position. 
T h at speech was unreserv­ 
edly in 
favor of 
reciprocity treaties 
w ith countries 
that 
produce articles 
which we require hut do not produce. 
This Is a limited 
application of 
the 
term reciprocity and lf applied at all 
R will probably be extended beyond 
any such 
limit. 
Reciprocity in 
its 
broad sense as applied to international 
trade means free trade in exchange 
for free trade in all or in certain spec­ 
ified articles. 
Some countries such as Russia and 
Germany have already adopted retalia­ 
tory measures on account of the high 
tariff imposed upon commodities which 
they have imported Into our markets. 
Any scheme of reciprocity with these 
countries must cut down the higli tariff 
at present imposed upon certain com­ 
m odities and it is not likely that either 
country will grunt free admission fat 
all commodities from 
this country in 
lieu of the free admission of a few of 
their commodities to this country. 
If 
w e should have a reciprocity treaty 
with England we should have to wipe 
out the greater part of 
the 
Langley 
law so far us it applied to her and give 
her free admission to our markets. 
Ho 
with other countries. Every reciprocity 
treaty we can make 
with 
European 
Rations or even with the South Ameri­ 
can republics will call for a reduction 
or remission of 
the tariff 
charges at j 
present In force, so th at with a little 
piece of free trade here and a little 
there we shall soon fee! the effect of 
the change. Let It be understood that 
in a country overixai and oppressed 
with trusts as is 
this country today, 
such a modification of the tariff must 
have a beneficial effect. 
W e are only 
afraid that the republican party will 
Bot 
tolerate 
the 
proposed 
change. 
When we agree to give our market in 
exchange for a foreign m arket we must 
admit 
foreign 
products 
of 
various 
kinds that will render the business of 
various trusts rather insecure. 
The 
m atter brings the tariff once more un­ 
der the consideration of the political 
parties, for although both may favor 
reciprocity in one 
form 
or 
another, 
they will probably differ widely In the 
form or extent of the reciprocity they 
would offer and with what nations they 
would hold reciprocal trade relations.

WANT AN YTH IN G? 
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THE LOWELL SUN* 
GENERAL BOOTH’S VISIT. 


Plans For the American Tour of the “Father of the 
Salvation Army.” 


HE visit of General W illiam 
Booth to the United States 
naturally attracts attention to 
one of the world's most re 
m arkable personalities. 
There 
are those, in fact, who hold 
it to be a disparagem ent to 
term him a Napoleon since, they claim, 
his genius for evolving a vast arm y 
from practically nothing far transcends 
that of the conqueror of Europe, who i 
had all the resources of France at his ( 
command. The warrior, they say, rep- I 
resented 
destruction, 
disintegration. J 
th# soldier of peace stands for the u p ­ 
building of fallen homes and the even­ 
tual eradication of poverty and crime. 
Napoleon's arm ies vanished like dew- 
before the sun; General B ooths b a t­ 
talions are stead!!}* augm enting and 
lighting with a perennial vigor born of 
conviction and faith. 
lf it be true, as has been asserted, 
that the Salvation Arm y is really on 
"imperium in imperlo’'—a government 
within a government—there is certain­ 
ly no doubt that the old ‘'general” may 
well be styled "im perator.” 
Although 
seventy-tw o years of age, having been 
born In Nottingham, England, April IO, 
IMW, he Is still the actual and dominant 
head of the army and all its affiliated 
institutions. 
He created the army, he 
•upported it in its vicissitudes, he has 
devoted his energies, his income, his 
very life, to the carrying out of Its 
purposes. 
Nearly half a century has elapsed— 
to be exact, forty-nine years—since the 
Rev. William Booth entered upon his 
Aret pastorate and began his career as 
a revivalist. 
He was then connected 
with the Methodist church, but in 1861 
resigned In order to devote himself 
solely to evangelistic labors. 
The so­ 
cial work by which the destitute poor 
are reached and which has since be­ 
come such a feature of the Salvation 
Army was begun in 1870 by the estab­ 
lishment of a large soup kitchen in 
Whitechapel. London, but th e founda­ 
tions for the arm y w ere practically 
laid In 1865. Booth began undenomina* 
f tonal mission work in the Garrick th e­ 
ater, London, an d a t th a t time, forty 
year* ago, when asked w here he expect­ 
ed to get his workers a n d helpers, a n ­ 
swered in words th a t haw* since proved 
prophetic, 
"F rom 
the 
{saloons 
and 
dancehouses. 
It w as lh 1878 that h is “Christian 
mission’* cam e to be styled the Salva­ 
tion Army. its general superintendent 
became sim ply Its general, and military 
titles were first employed. 
The m ili­ 
tary form w as sim ply a growth conse 
quant upon the increase of the depart­ 
ments of its work, and the title of 
"general" wan bestowed upon its or­ 
ganiser—not assumed by him, a s is 
generally believed. 
The arm y organisation has proved 
em inently fit and successful, as shown 
by statistics, the arm y itself having 
grown until at the present time it in­ 
cludes nearly 7.000 societies established 
in forty-five countries and colonies, un 
der the command of more than 16,000 
officers, men and women, detailed for 
the work 
The military method, with its titles, 
suggestion of discipline and organlsa 
tion. proved a taking one with the 
people the founder of the arm y most 
desired to reach, and in 1879 its official 
organ was established under the us me 
of The W ar Cry, a paper the profits of 
which. Uke those from the general's 
subsequently published book, "D arkest 
England and the W ay Out," have been 
devoted to promoting the great work. 
A year later the Salvation Army be­ 
came international in character when 
work was commenced in America and 
Australia. In 1881 General Booth's eld­ 
est daughter. Catherine, Initiated the 
work In France, which w as the real 
beginning of the vast foreign mission­ 
ary operations of tbe arm y now carried 
on ta many lands. 
The headquarters 
then In London, as they still con­ 
tinue to be. 
But, while money flows 
Londonward from 
all 
parts of the 
world, it is quickly disbursed again to 
the four quarters of the globe. 
In the 
sense that It had its origin in England 
the Salvation Army is an English insti­ 
tution, but one of the general's alms lu 
latter years has been to make It inter­ 
national as well as undenominational. 
In 1885 the arm y started the "purity 
agitation” and presented to the house 
of commons a monster petition with 
343,000 signatures colled up in a roll 
containing two miles of paper und 
bound together with the army colors. 
The arm y’s interest in the "subm erg­ 
ed.” starving, 
vicious 
and 
criminal 
classes, had been apparent from the 
first, but found its em phatic expression 
In General Booth’s really wonderful 
book, "In Darkest Knglund and the 
W ay Out,” first published hi 1390. and 
which attracted so much attention that 
edition after edition was taken as it 
cam e from the press. 
It was in this 
book that the vast colonization schemes 
for the relief of the starving poor of 
England’s 
cities 
were 
outlined 
and 
Shown to be practicable by unstinted 
uee Of money and energies devoted to 
that end. The general declared that if 
his city colony, farm colony and over­ 
sea colony were established In twenty 
years no man. woman or child in E n g ­ 
land willing to work would be intern* 
ployed. 
The colonization scheme wax 
originally planned for the benefit of the 
British poor und tor populating u nset­ 
tled tracts within 
English dominion 
only, but un American colonization 
plan has been successfully initiated 
and placed on the road to prosperity.

Holding Thair Annual Con­ 


vention in Holyoke 


DELEGATES 
GIVEN 
A 
CORDIAL WELCOME 


By Mayor Chapin In Behalf 


O f City

HOLYOKE, Sept. 
26.—The 
M assachu­ 
setts Stat** Firemen’s association opened 
its annual convention at the city hall yes­ 
terday. with a large attendance of dele­ 
gates from every Hie department in the 


state. The convention w as culled to order 
by Chief Byurs of North Adams, presi­ 
dent. 
Mayor A. B. Chapin made a speech of 
welcome, lie 
said that the 
citizens would 
endeavor to 
give the men 
all kinds 
of 
Welcome except a hot fire, although he 
felt that with the assistance of all the 
departments represented, there would be 
no great chance for a fire to get a start. 
He suggested that the association should 
discuss the financial side of the matter 
of lighting fires iii addition to the techni­ 
cal points. 
The sessions will be held morning, a f­ 
ternoon and evening until 
Friday, when 
a parade 
of 
the Holyoke 
department Is 
planned. 
President Byars, In his annual speech, 
said that the association had done much 
to Improve the lot of the firemen and 
that It was likely to remain a power in 
th* state. He proposed that the delegates 
should ask the state to appropriate at 
least J12.*i00 for the fund for disabled fire­ 
men. 
The appropriation has been J10.000 
annually and that has not proved enough. 
This matter will undoubtedly be taken up 
ut the sessions of the convention. 
The sessions last evening consisted of 
addresses on several important subjects 
from the standpoint of 
a fireman. Dr. 
Frank A. Wood of thiR city gave a talk 
on first ald to Die injured at fires. 
H. 
H. Lanford of Newburyport gave a re­ 
port 
for the delegate to the national 
convention.

The public In general know very lit­ 
tle about the num erous works of art 
In our schools. 
There are few schools 
rooms in Low’ell th a t 
are 
not 
well 
supplied with specimens of art. 
The 
m ajority of the pictures were contrib­ 
uted by the teachers of the various 
schools; th e pupils and g rad u ates are 
liberal 
with 
gifts, 
and occasionally 
some local organisation or some pub­ 
lic spirited citizen m akes a welcome 
presentation to our schools, b u t these 
cases are so rare th a t they are m a t­ 
te rs of surprise. 
But the principals and teachers w ith ­ 
out exception are interested in m aking 
our schools attractiv e and a visit to 
an y of our institutions of learning will 
prove to you beyond doubt th a t there 
Is art, and a good deal of it too, in our 
schools. 
The V arnum 
gram m ar 
school, 
or 
which Mr. H enry H. H arris is the p rin ­ 
cipal. is very liberally 
supplied 
with 
works of art. 
I visited this school re­ 
cently and will tell you w h a t I saw 
there in this line. 
In the lov er hall about the first thing 
th a t attracted my attention was a fine 
b u st of Longfellow, the W estm inster 
bust, and the first of the kind th a t has 
been received in the city. 
This work 
of genuine art occupies a conspicuous 
place in the centre of the hall. 
It was 
presented to the school by the class of 
1£*01. 
In the lower hall there is also an ex­ 
cellent bust of George W ashington. 
The m a ste r’s office is well supplied 
With 
art 
specimens. 
Here 
is a fine 
ca st of the Alham bra, a frieze of the 
fam ous Bambino, a bust of Daniel 
W ebster, a portrait of the presidents 
of the United States, a group picture. 
w ith likenejfses of our chief executives 
up to Cleveland inclusive. 
In the office are also large portraits 
of the form er m asters of the school:

Jn 1894 Mr. H arris became m aster. His 
po rtrait will be added to the others In 
due time.

A POEM WRITTEN 
BY THE LATE 
WILLIAM J. COUGHLIN. 
The following is a touching poem that 
was much more applicable to mill condi­ 
tions some years ago than it is today. 
It will be read with interest, however, by 
all who work In the mills and all who 
were acquainted with its author, the late 
lamented William J. Coughlin. 
THE 
PLAINT 
OF

FACTORY 
CHILDREN. 
TFrom “Songs of an Idle Hour.’’] 
We are only factory children, poor and 
friendless and must toil, 
And perhaps ’tis wrong to criticize the 
rulers of the soil. 
Perhaps you do not know us, just because 
that we are poor. 
For you seem to have po pity Tor the 
hardships we eudure. 
We of pale and careworn faces, of the 
red and swollen eyes, 
With our feeble little bodies and our suf­ 
ferings and sighs, 
We who leave our beds in winter, in the 
cold and cheerless morn. 
Long before the yellow sun does and in 
garments thin and torn, 
At the clanging bell-call wend us to our 
places in the mill, 
Where we work at wheel and 
spindle 
that are never resting still, 
Oh, the grinding, grating, gearing; 
Oh, 
the flying belts and wheels! 
The bobbins on their spindles and the 
spools upon their creels. 
Where the filthy air is breathed 
sur - 
charged with the air of oils. 
And the noise is like the ocean's, where 
the cliff its progress foils. 
Oh, your boards of health will tell you of 
the dwellings of the poor. 
While these pest pens of the wealthy lie 
beyond their range secure. 
Where we little girls and boys toll, and 
toil and toil all day. 
For the pittance that they give us. and 
we pine and pine away, 
Till we're laid out in our coffins and they 
say it is because 
At our homes have been neglected their 
wise sanitary laws. 
But our homes are pure and healthy, un­ 
less where rich man s greed 
Swallows all the land adjoining 
them 
blind avarice to feed. 
The poor must live where best they can 
we cannot choose a site 
In the high and pleasant place* 
where 
there s plenty air and light. 
And we can’t go, in the summer, to the 
mountains or the beach, 
All the wealthy children's pleasures are 
so beyond our reach. 
Our pinched and bloodless faces scarce 
are brightened by the sun, 
For we work wRen they are playing and 
our work Is never done. 
Oh, you lady in your boudoir of luxury 
and sloth! 
Know, our blood is in the filling of the 
fabricated cloth 
That now' wraps your stylish figure and 
adorns your shapely form. 
As our fathers in the home which gives 
you shelter from the storm. 
Oh, the radiant smiling faces! Oh, the 
sweet and happy eyes 
Of th** Joyful little cherubs which your 
younger world comprise! 
You are charmed by their innocence, the 
music of their mirth. 
Tn its buoyancy round-floating, makes an 
Eden of your earth. 
But they scorn our walks and shun us 
’cause we do not dress as nice. 
Oh, the hearts within their bosoms must 
be colder than the ice! 
if they had to take our places for only 
a single day, 
They would feel for us and cheer us on 
our hard and cheerless way. 
But their papas and their mamas would 
think ’twas a great disgrace 
lf their darling little children in the mills 
should take our place. 
For they love their offspring dearly and 
they could not bear to see 
Them factory girls and boys, as we little 
folks must be, 
But our parents love us dearly. Just as 
well as they love theirs. 
And are kind to us and gentle, but they 
have so many cares. 
And the doctor’s and the grocer’s and 
the many merchants’ bins 
Arc so large that we must work and put 
our earnings in their tills. 
For our fathers’ pay is little and the 
money they should get 
Goes to line the rich man s pocket, so 
we’re never out of debt. 
And w'e’re hoping, always hoping, that 
brighter season nears, 
Till the days run into months and the 
months run Into years. 
And the prospect grows no brighter, this 
we know by father's speech, 
That the golden times they looked for 
are flown farther from their reach 
True, the indolent' and lazy only keep our 
faults in mind. 
Whilst unto our simple virtues they are 
religiously blind. 
They have sympathy and cheering for 
the heathen far away, 
And the wealth which we advance them 
goes to China or Cathay, 
To extend the Christian mission, which 
were very well Indeed, 
If there was not round about them such 
a host In sorer need. 
So we think their Christian spirit will be 
worthier of praise, 
When the Instinct of humanity enleavens 
Its display. 
But we’re only factory children, poor and 
friendless, doomed to toll. 
And perilsps ’tis wrong to criticise 
the 
rulers of the soil. 
For these wealthy are our rulers, though 
our statesmen, when they speak, 
Say the tollers are the rulers, but such 
words to us are Greek. 
For our fathers always tell us that the 
men they must elect 
Are those upon the tickets which their 
employers select. 
Oh. they know so much the better what 
cur land of freemen needs. 
For they’ve stocks and bonds und offices 
and poor folk*' mortgage deeds. 
And It is so very kind of them to interest 
them so. 
That they may increase their 
riches, 
while the poor may poorer grow. 
Since for poverty no act tnere is its lim­ 
it* to define, 
Whilst a law to hedge a 
rich 
man's 
wealth, they say la In design. 
Oh, we ought to be so grateful that we 
have such Jlherty! 
Through the wisdom of our statesmen, 
Oh, how far those men can see! 
But we're only factory children, poor and 
friendless, doomed to toll, 
And perhaps 'tis wrong to criticise the 
rulsn Of th# soil.

North Carolina—The recent rains have 
proved generally prejudicial to the crop, 
but with a late frost

year, with a fair average of

Out of twenty replies received 
concerning the condition of labor, seven 
report It as scarce and thirteen us ample.

Charles A rm strong was given a h ea r­ 
ing in police court this m orning on a 
charge of m anslaughter. 
A rm strong, It will be 
remembered, 
engaged in a boxing bout with John 
Dionne at the Knickerbocker Athletic 
club on the evening of August 15. Four 
hundred club members witnessed the 
event and in the ninth round Dionne 
received a knock out blow th a t ren ­ 
dered 
him 
unconscious. 
He 
never 
wholly regained consciousness and died 
after being removed to St. Jo h n ’s hos­ 
pital early in the morning of the 16th 
of August. 
Arm strong was arrested 
and held in $5,000 bonds, and falling to 
decure ball 
was com mitted to jail 
where he has been ever since. 
At the same time Cornelius A. Des 
mond, president of the club, William F 
Kellehcr, referee, Samuel Cox, time 
keeper, Fred Humphrey, Joseph Fla-

herty. M artin Flaherty and Joseph De- 
vine, who acted as seconds for Dionne, 
and William Gardner, Thom as Tully, 
Robert A rm strong and Peter C. Allen 
were arrested and charged with aiding 
and advising a fight.

were bailed except Allen, who has been 
confined in jail ever ainee his arrest. 
The case was set down for a hearing 
on two different occasions, but each 
time was postponed. 
This morning the case was prosecut­ 
ed by N. D. P ratt, Esq., and William 
A. Hogan, Esq., and D. J. Donahue, 
Esq., appeared for the defendants. 
There was a slight delay in opening 
proceedings, owing to the non-arrival 
of Law yer P ratt. 
A ssistant Clerk Trull consulted with 
L aw yers H ogan and Donahue and a 
plea of not guilty was entered for all 
the defendants.

“Irater I saw him at St. Jo h n ’s hos 
pital. 
There I sewed up the wound in 
his lip. 
“I remained with him till 4 o’clock 
the 
next morning. 
He rem ained u n ­ 
conscious; 
he 
never 
regained con­ 
sciousness. 
Dr. McCann, Dr. Mahoney 
two nurses and a Sister of 
Charity 
were at the hospital with me. 
I no­ 
ticed some blood that oozed from the 
nostrils; the nose was swollen. 
‘‘I saw his dead body at IO a.rn. on 
August 16. 
I was not present when he 
died. 
I have seen Dionne box but I 
cannot recall him.” 
’’From the examination you made, 
did you form any opinion as 
to the 
cause of Dionne's death?” asked Mr. 
Pratt. 
“I object. 
Let him state facts,” 
interposed Law yer Donahue. 
The question was allowed. 
“Have you formed 
an 
opinion?” 
again asked Mr. P ratt. 
“Yes, sir,” 
answered 
th e 
doctor 
promptly. 
“W hat is it?” asked the counsel. 
“I object,” said Mr. Donahue. 
"He 
has not gone far enough with the ex ­ 
am ination to prove he is qualified to 
give an opinion.” 
The court overruled the objection. 
CAUSE OF DEATH. 
Mr. P ra tt repeated the question, and 
Dr. Meigs replied; 
“I believe that death resulted from 
hem orrhage of the brain, caused by

concussion. 
At the autopsy I was a s ­ 
sisted by Drs. H untress und Mahoney.” 
He said th a t black and blue spots were 
found over the body, neck, ear, fore­ 
head and lip. 
There was also a black 
and blue spot over the heart. 
He 
found the outer covering of the brain 
loaded with blood. 
He also stated that 
the lungs 'and the sack of the heart 
were affected. 
The sack of the heart 
held ten dram s of fluid, while tho n o r­ 
mal am ount is only one dram. 
Mr. P ratt tried to question Dr. Meigs 
as to whether or not u person who was 
in the same condition as Dionne, who 
received the punishm ent he did in the 
boxing bout, and died six or seven 
hours later, his death would be caused 
by the punishment he received. C oun­ 
sel for defense objected to question 
and it was withdrawn till lute* on. 
CROSS-EXAMINATION. 


Lawyer Donahue took Dr. Meigs in 
hand and displayed great fa m ila rity 
with the medical terms. 
The doctor in reply to his questions 
said that the black and blue m arks 
found on the body, the small clots of 
blood found In the right and left tem ­ 
ples were not sufficient to cause death. 
He said the hemorrhage on the right 
side of the brain caused death. 
"It must have met with some exter­ 
nal force to produce the hem orrhage," 
euid 
Dr. 
Meigs. 
"The 
hemorrhage 
might have been caused, probably was 
caused, by the full to the floor.’’ 


DR. MCCANN. 
The second witness, 
Dr. 
McCann, 
was the first physician to examine Di­ 
onne after he was knocked out. "When 
saw him he was dying of heart fail­ 
ure. 
He was unconscious all the time. 
I was present and witnessed the box­ 
ing bout in which Dionne and A rm ­ 
strong took part. 
Dionne appeared to 
me to be in 
prime 
condition.” Dr, 
McCann then described the location 
and furnishings of the Hull and also 
was questioned as to who entered the 
ring with A rm strong and Dionne. This 
latter question brought out a round of 
objections from Lawyers

W itness noticed th a t in the eighth 
round Dionne seemed to hit A rm strong 
harder than he had in the previous 
rounds, and it soon became apparent 
that Dionne was getting weaker. 
Witness saw A rm strong give Dionne 
a heavy blow on the left jaw ju st be­ 
fore Dionne fell. 
Cross-questioned, witness said th a t 
there were ten police officers present at 
the boxing bout, four of them In uni­ 
form. 
There was no disorder. 
W it­ 
ness was there throughout the bout 
m d during the fight Dionne seemed 
the stronger m an of the two. 
At the beginning of the ninth round 
Dionne rushed into A rm strong’s cor­ 
ner, at th a t time Dionne seemed the 
si Tonger man. A rm strong follow ed Di­ 
onne up. 
The gloves used in the con­ 
test were brought forward. 
Wetness 
said th a t at the last Dionne over-bal­ 
anced himself and fell; witness did not 
see any blows struck which he would 
say was sufficient to knock a m an 
down. 
When Dionne struck the floor he quiv­ 
ered and straightened himself out 
He 
thought Dionne struck on the left’ side 
of his head when he fell. 
Officer Ryder, the next witness, wa rf 
present at the time of the encounter be­ 
tween Armstrong and Dionne. So far as 
witness could Judge. Dionne appeared all 
right physically at the beginning of the 
fight. 
During the eighth round witness saw 
Dionne receive two blows la the c h e s t . 
In the ninth round Dionne started for 
Armstrong. 
He struck for him but wit­ 
ness could not tell whether or not Dionne 
hit him. 
Witness saw Armstrong strike 
at Dionne Just before the latter fell, but 
witness could not Jell whether or not the 
blow hit Dionne. 
Witness saw Dionne 
fall. 
At the beginning of the 9th round, wit­ 
ness said thut both men appeared equally 
strong.

Plans For the American Tour of the “Father of the 
Salvation Army.” 


kFXS! visit 
General William I of the poor, rejoicing In the title be- 
Booth to the United States 
naturally attrac ts attention to 
one of the world’s m ost re­ 
m arkable personalities. 
There 
are those. In fact, who hold 
It to be a disparagem ent to 
term him a Napoleon since, they claim, 
his genius for evolving a vast Birny 
from practically nothing far transcends 
that of the conqueror of Europe, who 
h ad ail the resources of France a t his 
command. The warrior, they say, rep­ 
resented 
destruction, 
disintegration; 
the soldier of lienee stands for the up­ 
building of fallen homes and the even­ 
tual eradication of poverty and crime. 
Napoleon’s arm ies vanished like dew 
before the sun; General Booth's b a t­ 
talions are steadily augm enting and 
fighting with a perennial vigor born of 
conviction and faith. 
If it be true, as has been asserted, 
that the Salvation Army is really an 
“imperium in imperio”—a government 
Within a governm ent—there is certain­ 
ly no doubt th a t the old “general'’ may 
Well be styled "im perator.” 
Although 
eeventy-tw o years of age, having been 
born in Nottingham , England, April IO, 
1828, he is still the actual and dominant 
head of the arm y and all its adulated 
institutions. 
He created the army, he 
supported it in its vicissitudes, he bas 
devoted his energies, bis income, his 
very life, to the carrying out of its 
purposes. 
N early half a century has elapsed— 
to be exact, forty-nine years—since the 
Rev. William Booth entered upon his 
first pastorate and began his caieer as 
a revivalist. 
He w as then connected 
With the Methodist church, but in 1861 
resigned in order to devote himself 
solely to evangelistic labors. 
The so­ 
cial work by which the destitute poor 
sire reached and which has since be­ 
come such a feature of the Salvation 
Army was begun in 1870 by the estab­ 
lishm ent of a large soup kitchen in 
W hitechapel, London, but the founda­ 
tions for the army were practically 
laid in 1865. Booth began undenom ina­ 
tional mission work in the Garrick the­ 
ater, London, and at th a t time, forty 
years ago, when asked where he expect­ 
ed to get his workers and helpers, an­ 
swered in words th a t have since proved 
prophetic, 
“From 
the 
saloons 
and 
dancehouses. 
It w as in 1S78 that his “Christian 
m ission” cam e to be styled the Salva­ 
tion Army, its general superintendent 
becam e sim ply its general, and military 
titles were first employed. 
The mili­ 
tary form w as simply a growth conse­ 
quent upoa the increase of the depart 
m ents of its work, and the title of 
“general” w as bestowed upon its or­ 
ganiser—not assumed by him, o s is 
generally believed. 
The arm y organisation has proved 
em inently fit and successful, as shown 
by statistics, the arm y Itself having 
grown until at the present time It in­ 
cludes nearly 7,000 societies established 
in forty-five countries and colonies, un­ 
der the command of more than 15,000 
officers, m en and women, detailed for 
the work 
The m ilitary method, w ith its titles, 
suggestion of discipline and organisa­ 
tion, proved a taking one with the 
people the founder of the arm y most 
desired to reach, and in 1870 its official 
organ w as established under the n a m e 
of The W ar Cry, a paper the profits of 
which, like those from the general’* 
subsequently published book, “Darkest 
England and th© W ay Out,” have been 
devoted to promoting the great work. 
A year later the Salvation Army be­ 
cam e international in character when 
work w as commenced in America and 
Australia. In 1881 General Booth's eld­ 
est daughter. Catherine, initiated the 
work in France, which w as the real 
beginning of the vast foreign m ission­ 
ary operations of the arm y now carried 
on la m any lands. 
The headquarters 
were then in London, as they still con­ 
tinue to be. 
But, while money flows 
Londonward 
from 
all 
parts of the 
world, it is quickly disbursed again to 
the four quarters of the globe. 
In the 
sense that it had its origin in England 
the Salvation Army is un English insti­ 
tution, but one of the general’s alms in 
latter years has been to make It inter­ 
national as well as undenominational. 
In 1885 the arm y started the “purity 
agitation” and presented to the house 
of commons a m onster petition with 
348,000 signatures coiled up in a roll 
containing two miles of paper and 
bound together with the arm y colors. 
The arm y’s interest In the “subm erg­ 
ed,” 
starving, 
vicious 
and 
criminal 
classes, had been apparent fro m , the 
first, but found its em phatic expression 
in General Booth’s really wonderful 
book, "In D arkest England and the 
W ay Out.” first published In 1890, and 
which attracted so much attention that 
edition afte r edition w ss taken as it 
cam e from the press. 
It was in this 
book that the v ast colonization schemes 
for the relief of the starving poor of 
England’s 
cities 
were outlined 
and 
shown to be practicable by unstinted 
use of money and energies devoted to 
that end. The general declared that if 
his city colony, farm colony and over­ 
sea colony were established in tw enty 
years no man, woman or child in E n g ­ 
land willing to work would be unem ­ 
ployed. 
The colonization scheme was 
originally planned for the benefit of the 
British poor and for populating un set­ 
tled tracts within English dominion 
only. hut an American colonization 
plan has been successfully initiated 
and placed on the road to prosperity. 
By these tneaus it is p o s s i b l e to re­ 
lieve congested districts of large cities 
their verj i*onr and place them on 
farm s wrested from sterility, 
where 
they can have a chance to become self 
supporting producers instead of help­ 
less, hopeless dead weights in the body 
politic. The most notable of th.-se colo­ 
nies, perhaps, is the Fort Amity set­ 
tlem ent in Colorado, which, though es­ 
tablished only three years ago, is rap­ 
idly becoming self supporting and is a 
credit to Its founders. 
In the year of his great triumph Gen­ 
eral Booth lost by death his devoted 
w ife and helpmeet, to whom ho had 
been united thirty-five years. 
Mrs. 


stowed upon hor of "the arm y mother,” 
and, in common with her husband, glad 
to consecrate her best talent. Her life 
and their children to the work in which 
both were engaged. All their sons and 
daughters were brought up to feel that 
their place 
was in 
the army, 
and 
doubtless much of the success of the 
movement hns resulted from this fact, 
for the Booths nre found in control of 
the arm y at nearly every im portant 
station in the world. 
W hen asked If 
she had put all her children into the 
movement. Mrs. Booth answered: "Yes, 
bless God! 
And if we had tw enty we 
wpuld do so. 
But I stand here before 
God and say th a t it is all from the 


Ballington Booths of the independent 
arm y of American Volunteers. 
The 
work, however, still goes on uninter­ 
ruptedly, according to the inception of 
its founder, the defection of the gen­ 
eral’s son and daughter-in-law being a 
m atter of the interpretation of arm y 
discipline merely and not due to a r a d ­ 
ical difference of opinion. 
in private life, 
if General 
Booth 
may be said to have any privacy at all, 
the commander of the arm y Is as a u s ­ 
tere as an anchorite, devoting his time 
strictly to work, having no recreation 
save traveling, and even on his travels 
keeping steadily at work, w hether on 
sea or land. Tills is his fourth visit to 
the United States, his first having been

This opinion seems to be shared by 
the members of the small group of L i­ 
berian 
statesmen, 
composed 
of 
the 
chief Justice, the president of the Li­ 
berian senate aud the secretary of 
state, recently arrived In London en 
route to the T’nited States. Two of the

These twro are 
Chief Justice Roberts and President of 
the Senate King, the former having 
first seen the light in Georgia in 1834, 
em igrating to Monrovia in 1849, and the 
latter also an em igrant to Liberia in 
his youth. 
According to them, Africa 
is invoking the American negro to re­ 
turn to the home of his ancestors, and 
they believe, with Bishop Turner, that 
nowhere else will he find perfect peace 
and great prosperity. 
They have availed themselves of a 
call across the ocean for the purpose of 
settling the boundary line between Li­ 
beria and Sierra Leone and to visit the 
United States and press home the burn­ 
ing question of emigration. 
As relates 
to the incidental object of their jour­ 
ney, they say it m ay be illustrated by 
the table of the Arab and the camel. 
First, John Bull stuck his nose into the 
Liberian tent, then his shoulders, then 
his bulky body, at the same time po­ 
litely requesting the Liberians to get 
out of his tent, or words to that effect. 
To show' how' this latest grievance of 
Liberia against the British came about 
a bit of history might be apropos. 
Liberia, as all the w'orld know’s, is an 
independent negro colony of western 
Africa w'hich owes its origin to the 
American Colonization society, organ­ 
ized at Princeton, N. J., in 1811 for the 
purpose of sending freedmen and re­ 
captured slaves to Africa. 
Its agents 
w'ere sent to Africa to select a site in 
1S17, In 1820 about a hundred persons 
emigrated thither and in 1824 a plan for 
the civil government of Liberia was 
formulated. At first the society retain­ 
ed an ultim ate decision as to all que s ­ 
tions of government, but finally, when 
Great Britain claimed th at Liberia had 
no status as a nation aud consequent­ 
ly could not levy duties on imports, 
etc., to avoid threatened complications 
the society surrendered its powers and 
counseled the colony to declare itself 
an independent nation, which it did in 
1847. 
The republic today comprises some 
25,000 American colonists and their de­ 
scendants, perhaps as m any more semi­ 
civilized Christian natives and more 
than a million pagans and Mohammed­ 
an aborigines. The republic has a ter­ 
ritorial area variously estimated at 
from 50,000 to 150,000 square miles, de­ 
pending upon how far back from the 
coast it J# reckoned to extend. 
Its 
coast line is about 350 miles according 
to English authorities, and from 600 to 
700 miles according to the Liberians. 
It is this question th at is now troubling 
the Liberians, and it is for the purpose 
of having their boundary delimited 
where it is coterminous with th a t of the 
British colony of Sierra Leone on the 
north th a t the commissioners are visit­ 
ing England and the United States. 
The nam es of the two black colonies. 
Liberia and Sierra Leone, are rather 
significant, the former being derived 
from the Latin "liber,” free, and the 
latter meaning the "lion’s m ountain.” 
The lion in the case Is John Bull, of 
course, and he by no m eans intends to 
confine 
himself 
within 
the 


the duty of our government to send 
them there. 
The black m an will rise 
faster and grow more quickly to hie ap­ 
pointed statu re in a republic of his 
own, he says, where he will have no so­ 
cial contact with the white race, than 
while living amid the anom alous con­ 
ditions prevailing in the United States. 
After sum m ing up the facts th a t gov­ 
ern these conditions he says: "There is 
therefore but one ultim atum . 
The ne­ 
gro m ust appeal to the national con­ 
gress for $100,000,000, and let those w'ho 
.have any manhood leave this country 
and go to Africa and do w hat God in­ 
tended w’hen he allowed him to be 
brought here—go to Africa and begin 
the work of civilizing his kin. We will 
thus show ourselves men and vindicate 
the w isdom of the Almighty in our cre­ 
ation.” 
Bishop Turner knowns the people with 
whom he is affiliated, he knows the 
country of which he speaks through 
two visits to Liberia, but there are 
others who deprecate the sending of 
people fairly well off here to a land 
where they will have to begin life over 
again, erect new habitations, open a 
wilderness and ad ap t themselves to an 
environment hostile to their health and 
their habitudes. 
The experiment of 
sending small bodies of negroes to L i­ 
beria has not turned out well a t all, 
most 
of 
them 
becoming 
homesick, 
m any of them adopting the sem isavage 
mode of life of the aborigines and 
m any succum bing to disease. 
On the 
whole, it wrould seem from the reports 
of those who have visited Liberia th a t 
the 
republic 
is retrogressive 
rath er 
than progressive, and yet the people 
have their president, their senate and 
house of representatives, their supreme 
court and a system of finance. 
Their 
country is one of the richest in the 
world as to its agricultural possibili­ 
ties, the climate tropical, but not inim­ 
ical to negro im m igrants afte r they 
have become acclimated and the bu r­ 
dens of life are not onerous. 
Still the 
tendency is tow ard retrogression ex­ 
cept when supported by precept and 
example, a noteworthy case in point 
being the republic of Haiti, in the Weal 
Indies. 
Liberia m ay open up possibilities for 
the future of the black m an collective 
ly if colonized under intelligent super­ 
vision and held together by a coherent 
sentiment, but the point now puzzling 
the leaders of the race is as to how this 
“intelligent supervision” may be pro­ 
vided and this “coherent sentim ent” 
maintained.

MUSHROOMS AS FOOD. 
Recent investigations made by 
departm ent of agriculture 


limits of his mountain. 
Great Britain 
and France have already despoiled Li­ 
beria of one-third of her original terri­ 
tory, and, one on each side, they are 
pressing her closely for more. 
Owing 
to the extension of their territory by 
means of explorations, the two govern­ 
ments have gradually encompassed Li­ 
beria all around except on the seacoast, 
and that they patrol with their g un­ 
boats and have shortened by successive 
delimitations. The interior country be­ 
longed practically to nobody and was 
as free to Liberia as to France and 
Great Britain. 
Liberia acquired It by 
gradual expansion and some plucky 
exploring expeditions, but her enemies 
in the guise of friends acquired most 
of their holdings by forcible seizure 
from the natives. 
Accepting 
the 
condition 
of 
things 
forced upon them in the past, the Libe­ 
rians are now aiming merely to hold 
W’hat they have been secured in by form­ 
al treaties, their particular object in 
tho present mission being to secure the 
rectification of the river Manoh, which 
divides them on the north from the 
block of territory seized by Great B rit­ 
ain about fifty years ago. 
In an un­ 
guarded moment Liberia gave over the 
navigation of the river to Great B rit­ 
ain, and it is now entirely under B rit­ 
ish control. 
As a w aterway boundary between 
two nations Is usually considered neu­ 
tral and is rarely if ever exclusively 
controlled by one of the contiguous 
countries, the condition now prevailing 
might seem to demand an explanation. 
In answer to a query President of the 
Senate King said that the republic had 
ceded the entire river to the British 
government in 1885, a t the time the 
boundary wras delimited between it and 
Sierra Leone, and th at this course was 
adopted because of England’s friendly 
advice. At the time the treaty was ne­ 
gotiated the French had established a 
trading station on an island in the river 
Manoh, and in order to avoid possible 
complications with France the Libe­ 
rians were urged to g rant all their 
“riverine” rights to the British. 
This is the naive and childlike expla­ 
nation given by the Liberians them ­ 
selves. 
They adm it that the lion put 
his paw on their territory by their own 
permission, but they hope to induce 
him to remove it by a plain statem ent 
of the case to Mr. Joseph Chamberlain. 
Any one cognizant of Mr. Cham ber­ 
lain’s attitude in such m atters and ac­ 
quainted with the history of Great 
B ritain’s aggressions In the past can 
assume in advance the utter hopeless­ 
ness of their mission. Should the com­ 
missioners

their 
diplomatic 
business even they have other objects 
In which they hope to enlist the capi­ 
talists and philanthropists of this coun­ 
try. Including the development of mines 
and the establishm ent of a bunk. 
There are m any who believe in the 
future of Liberia, notwithstanding that 
the general outlook in view of past ex­ 
perience is discouraging. 
One of tho 
best informed men on the negro ques­ 
tion in this country— Bishop Henry M. 
Turner—declares th a t the only hope 
for the American negro lies in the re­ 
public of Liberia and the colony of Si­ 
erra Leone, 
lie has advocated negro 
emigration, so far as possible, in a 
body. He believes the blacks will ulti­ 
m ately return to Africu and that it is

spond with fresh vegetables in respect 
to food value.

j composition resembles closely th a t of 
I m eat—a conception which has caused 


I the term “vegetable beefsteak” to be 
applied to them —is an absurd error. 
One 
would 
have 
to consume 
eight 
pounds of mushrooms in a day in order 
to take the place of the ordinary ration 
of beef or mutton. 


I 
The great usefulness of mushrooms 
original 1 l,f,s in the palatableness which they 
give to other food materials. This is a 
m atter of no small importance from 
the viewpoint of the economic expert 
in dietetics, who looks upon the a ttra c ­ 
tiveness of dishes as a notable element 
in their v a lu e . 
The common mushroom is a trifle 
more than 91 per cent water. 
It con­ 
tains nearly 4 per cent of flesh forming 
stuff, 3Va per cent of starchy and sug­ 
ary substances and I per cent of fat 
and fiber, with one-half of I per ceut of 
mineral material. There are other spe­ 
cies which are more nutritious, such as 
the “oyster mushroom,” but they arb 
not 
sufficiently 
well 
known 
to 
be 
worthy of consideration. 
Efforts have been made recently to 
encourage the use of the less known 
kinds of mushrooms, but so far w ith­ 
out much success. 
Experience teaches 
that nothing is more difficult than the 
introduction of a new food. 
Besides, 
poisoning by the nonedible species of 
mushrooms, popularly known as “toad­ 
stools,” is so frequent that people are 
afraid to eat any fungus with which 
they are not intim ately acquainted. 


POWDERED FOODS. 
Desiccated milk is one of the newer 
food products, and it is prepared by 
causing a spray of ordinary fresh milk 
to enter a tank filled with hot air. The 
“atomized” 
fluid is carried upward, 
and, its moisture being discharged in 
the form of vapor, the solid part of it 
is thrown down in another receptacle 
in the shape of a dry powder. 
P u t up 
in suitable packages, this powder will 
keep fresh and good for a long tim e 
and is readily made available for use 
by the addition of boiling water. 
Eggs are now dried by a num ber of 
different processes, most of which in 
one way or another involve the use of 
a wheel that picks up the fluid eggstuff 
from a tank and carries It through a 
hot air chamber, sometimes by the 
help of a belt, where it is finally scrap­ 
ed off automatically and discharged in a 
moisture free condition into a box. 
One of the most notable inventor# in 
this line is a woman. 
On the same principle are construct­ 
ed the latest machines for m aking w hat 
is called “continuous ice cream ,” the 
cream for which is taken up and frozen 
on the periphery of a rotating cylinder 
that contains ice or other refrigerating 
material. 
The same "continuous” method I# be­ 
ing utilized for m aking artificial ic* 
instead of the old process whereby tho 
water was frozen in metal lined tanka 
with the aid of am monia pipes behind 
the iron plates. 
According to the new 
plan, tile w ater is frozen on rotating 
cylinders, inside of which is the chill­ 
ing agent, and is scraped off as fast a s 
it is converted into ice. The ice p arti­ 
cles are then pressed together, form ing 
beautiful, transparent cakes.

HOLYOKE, Sept. 
26.—The 
Massachu­ 
setts State Firem en's association opened 
Its annual convention at the city hall yes­

The convention was called to order 
by Chief Byars of North Adams, presi­ 
dent.

no great chance for a fire to get a start. 
He suggested that the association should 
discuss the financial side of the m atter 
of fighting fires In addition to the techni­ 
cal points. 
The sessions will be held morning, af­ 
ternoon and evening until Friday, when 
a parade of the Holyoke department is 
planned. 
President Byars, In his annual speech, 
said th at the association had done much 
to improve tho lot of the firemen and 
that It waH likely to remain a power In 
the state. He proposed th a t the delegates 
should auk the .state to appropriate at 
least $12,000 for the fund for disabled fire­ 
men. 
The appropriation has been $10,000 
annually nnd that has not proved enough 
This m atter will undoubtedly be taken up 
at the sessions of the convention. 
The sessions last evening consisted of 
addresses on several Im portant subjects 
from the standpoint of 
a fireman. Dr. 
Frank A. Wood of this city gave a talk 
on first aid to the injured at fires.
